Mr, Watson, one of the 332 members of 
the house, desired to have certain meas- 
ures considered in advance of all others. 
It was his custom to rise in his seat and ob- 
ject to the consideration of other measures 
until his pet resolutions were disposed of, 
ho matter how worthy and necessary a 
proposition might be, Mr. Watson insisted 
on his objection in order that he might 
force the committee to bring in his favorite 
schemes. 

As an example of many similar cases, 
on the 30th of June Mr. Bryan, of Ne- 
braska, asked consent to consider a bill 
to authorize a bridge at Omaha, costing 
the goverument not one cent and being 
designed only to accommodate the people 
of Nebraska and Iowa. Mr. Watson mak- 
ing no objection to the justice of the bill 
but tacitly acknowledging its merit, object- 
ed and prevented its consideration as he 
had often done in Similar cases and that 
simply because the other 330 members 
would not submit to his arbitrary dictation. 

On contested election cases Mr. Watson 
several times voted with the republicans 
and against the democrats. Thus on Feb- 
ruary “6th he voted for the republican 
Stewart, against Craig, the democratic rep- 
resentative. Again on April 22d he voted 
to unseat the democrat, Rockwell, and to

A committee of the house. investigates 
the charge, and Watson’s only specification 
is that a single member was liable to this 
serious charge. He specifies as the objec: 
of this accusation one of the most upright 
and learned members of the house whose 
morals and whose habits are far above re- 
proach. Watson is forced to name the time, 
place and occasion of the alleged offense, 
and then the most respected members of 
the house of both political parties take the 
wittiess stand and show that the charge is 
absolutely untrue. 

One of the worst features of this disgrace- 
ful action on Watson’s part is the fact as 
he admits that ‘the member referred to 
in his charge was a personal friend and that 
he felt very friendly toward him. What 
manner of friend does Georgia produce if 
this man is a sample? 

After evading for about ten minutes the 
question whether it was his purpose to in- 
jure or discredit his “frien&’” he is asked: 

“Do you mean by that that your intention 
was to arraign the house of representa- 
tives?” Watson answers: “Yes sir; now 
you have got it straight.” 

The committee in their report find the 
charges of Mr. Watson to be “wilfully 
false” and libelous.”’ 

Mr. Grout, the republican member of the 
committee and an extreme partisan in a 
separate statement of his views, “‘fully con- 
curs in the finding of fact as reported by 
the majority.’

THE GARNEGIES DISAPPOINTED HIM. 


Secretary Tracy is Compelled to Transfer 
Important Contracts. 
Washington, October 11.—(Special.)—The 
navy department has quietly taken action 
which shows how aggravating is the delay 
of the Carnegies in completing their con- 
tracts for armor plate and how false their 
pretenses that things are running satisfac- 

torily at Homestead. 

The department’s action consists in trans- 
ferring the contract for the armor plates of 
the cruiser New York from the Carnegies 
to the Bethlehem steel works. The origi- 
nal contract with the Carnegies called for 
six thousand tons of steel plate of which 
the armor for the New York formed a 
part. The uncompleted armor for the New 
York which will now be made at Bethle 
hem consists of eleven plates for the after 
line belt and all the turret armor. 

Secretary Tracy is said to feel anything 
but pleasantly toward the Carnegies, and 
he is sorely chagrined at the delay in com- 
pleting the New York. This cruiser is a 
special pet of his and it has been one of 
his hobbies to have her finished and in com- 
mission before the end of his term of office 
as secretary of the navy, so that in the 
great naval review next spring she could 
fly the flag of the senior admiral in command 
of the American squadron. But owing to 
the misleading promises of the Carnegie 
people, who again and again protested that 
the strike at Homestead would not prevent 
them from fulfilling their government con- 
tracts, it is likely that Secretary Tracy’s 
suecessor will put the New York in com- 
mission. 


SLOWLY SINKING 


Mrs. Harr ison’s Condition a Great Dea 
Worse. 

Washington, October 11.—Mrs. Harrison’s 
constitution seems to be yielding to the ef- 
ects of the disease front which she is suffer- 
irg and she is gradually growing weaker. 
The nourishment consisting of raw eggs and 
becf tea, which has been so important an ele- 
ment in keeping up her strength & now taken 
in smaller quantities. Sle rests quietly as a 
rule, and sleeps much of the time, -but awakes 
exhausted instead of refreshed. The cough 
which has distressed her at intervals has 
ceased, but this is regarded as an unfavorable 
symptom. The disease is progressing rapidly 
and the left lung is now involved. Tonight 
Mrs. Harrison is fairly comfortable notwith- 
standing the unavorable conditions mentioned 


in the foregoing lines.

A HUSBAND'S WRATH 


Adds Another Big Sensation to Fair 
Rome's List. 


HE MAKES A TERRIBLE DISCOVERY, 


And Tries Hard to Take the Life 
of the Man Who Wronged Him. 


COLUMBIA HAS A VERY LIVELY TRIAL 


Which Promises to Be Still Livelier—An 
Assassination at Williamsburg 
Crimes at Other Places. 


Rome, Gp., October 11.—(Special.)—A 
sensational cutting affray occurred a short 
distance south of Rome this afternoon. 

Today Tax Receiver Boyd, of Floyd 
county, who lives a few miles out of the 
city, came to Rome and spent several hours 
here. Boyd says that shortly after noon 
he returned to his home. On entering. he 
found his wife and a neighbor, Walter 
Mitchell, under compromising — circum- 
stances He says they were both asleep 
and both intoxicated. 

Boyd surveyed them for a f@iy seconds 
and then drew his pocket knife. He ap- 
proached Mitchell aud stabbed him in 
the neck. This aroused Mitchell. and a 
fight ensued. Mitchell is a powerful man 
and Boyd has been paralyzed and has but 
little more strength than a child, so Mitch- 
ell easily thrust him aside but received 
several other stabs with the deadly knife 
in the meantime. | 

When Mitchell escaped from Boyd’s 
grasp Boyd immediately came to Rome 
and said he thought he had killed Mitchell. 
He asked Dr. L. P. Hammond to see him. 
Boyd then surrendered to Sheriff J. C. 
Moore. He swore out warrants against 
Mitchell and his wife. 

Dr. Hammond and a constable went out 
and the doctor found Mitchell at his home 
near the Boyd place almost ready to die 
from loss of blood. The doctor dressed 
his wounds, which he does not consider 
necessarily fatal. Mitchell fainted several 
times while the doctor was dressing his 
wounds. 


Constable Henry Beard found Mrs. Boyd 


in an intoxicated sleep. She was brought 
to the city and locked up in jail. 

Mitchell is prominently connected and 
was once a member of the city council. 
The prominence of the participants has 
created great excitement. 


SENSATIONAL UPHEAVALS. 


Which Are Calculated to Stir Up Staid Co- 
lam bia. 


Columbia, 8S. C., October 11—(Spectal.)— 
Judging by the day’s developments, the 
Morrow-Fowler case promises to make 
the most sensational upheavals. 

The indictment against Colonel James 
H. Morrow, the gray-haired old gentle- 
man who was in the habit of- coming 
here every season with his racing stables, 
alleges that on the 10th of last May he 
gave a number of pills to Miss Colie Fow- 
ler, a beautiful young woman, who was 
a compositor in The Record office, for the 
purpose of producing premature birth. 
Of course, common report charges the 
prisoner with other things but that is 
all that is named in the indictment. 

The sensation of the day is the state- 
ment by Judge Melton, counsel for Col- 
onel Morrow, to one of the witnesses, a 
newspaper man, that his purpose was to 
show that he was governed by the same 
motive in reference to Miss Fowler that 
Morrow was. 
propounded by the counsel for the de- 
fense indicated that the volcano has not 
emitted all of its fire and sulphur yet.

The Case Called. 

The case was called for trial this morn- 
ing. Judge Samuel Melton and his son, 
Captain Lawson Melton, appeared: for the 
accused, and Solicitor Nelson was assisted 
by Captain John G. Capers in the pros- 
ecution. 


The testimony of Dr. L. K. Philpot | 


appeared to be favorable for the accused. 
The only conversation he had had with 
Colonel Morrow was on the race track 
in this city last April. In that conver- 
sation Morrow asked his advice concern- 
ing the condition of a lady friend of his. 


The doctor's testimony dealt principally 


with the different medicines and their 
effect. , 

The examination of Mr. A. W. Clayton, 
proprietor of The Evening Record, was 
very sensational. He testified that Miss 
Fowler had been in his employ for a year 
or more and that about three weeks be- 
fore she died she appealéi to him saying 
that she was in trouble and wished his 
assistance. She received love letters sign- 
ed “Col.” purporting to be from Morrow 
and she gave them to the witness to read. 
When she became sick she sent for him 
and he went to the house every day to 
see how she was coming on; and, as he 
owed her money for wages, he author- 
ized a druggist to send her medicines and 
charge to him. She told him the’condition 
she was in and showed him the pills that 
had come to her through the mail. The 
second time he saw the box there were 
only four or five pills in it.

SolicitoF Nelson suceee@zd in having the 
letters placed in evidence. One of them 
stated that the writer had sent Miss Fowler 
a package in the care of Mr. J. W. Strick- 
land the lirery stable man. It was signed 
“Col. e Another had on it the heading of 
the Washington jockey: chub and began: 
“My Dearest Baby.” Another had this 
passage in it: “I thigk it was very mean 
in J. W. to open the package.”’ Still anoth- 
er said: “Take two pills before meals.” 

Mr. Strickland was put up to prove that 
the letters were in Colonel Morrow’s hand- 
writing. He was a very unwilling witness 
and it required a great deal of questioning 
to induce him to say that he believed that 
they were in Morrow’s: handwriting. " 

In contesting the competence of some of 
the letters Judge Melton said: “There is 
evidently g conspiracy. between these par- 
ties against Colonel Morrew.’”’ 

When Mr. Cleyton Wwas'on the stand 
Judge Melton asxed him gome questions the 
drift of which was té show that the de- 
fendant had no real motive to want. to pro- 
duce an abortion andth® “semebody. else 
was the father of the child and amongst 
others this man Howard.” The Howard 
referred to was a transient who hoarded 
at the same place with Miss Fowler and 
who has since left the city. 

The trial will be continued temorrow 
when some very sensational occurrences are 
expected. 


HE LOVED THE GIRL, 


And When Her Father Shut the Door in His 
Face, There Was a Pitched Battle. 

Bristol, Tenn., October 11.—(Special.)— 
Knox county, Kentucky, near Leteher and 
Floyd, is being scoured by officers of the 
law who are on the hunt of Frank John- 
son and party, who killed three men last 
night. 

The crime was brought about by a beau- 
tiful young lady, at least so the story goes. 

Johnson, a reckless young man, fell in 
love with the attractive daughter of James 
Warwick, a well-known citizen of that 
county. He objected to the young man 
paying homage to his fair girl and so in- 
formed them both though Johnson did not 
stop his visitations to the place. Finally 
the two young people became engaged. 

Night before Jagt the young man went to 
the home of his fiancee and knocked for ad- 
mittance. He was met by the irate father 
who shut the door in his face as soon as 
he learned who the visitor was. Johnson 
became enraged at this cruel treatment and 
proceeded to the homes of some of his com- 
panions where he related the circumstances. 
In a short time he returned accompanied 
by half a dozen of them, all well armed: 
They approached the house and ordered 
the father out. He anticipated what was 
up and summoned his son Tim and a labor- 
er to his aid. reguiar pitched battle 
— Dozens of shots were fired by both 
sides. 

When ,the smoke cleared away three 
were lyifg prostrate on thé ground. War- 
wick and his son Tim and Jesse of John- 
son’s gang were missing from the living. 
Young Johnson fled with his comrades and 
they have not been heard of. It is thought 
they worked their way to West Virginia. 


COLD-BLOODED ASSASSINATION. 


A Williamsburg Merchant Shot Down by An 
Unseen, Murderer. 

Albany, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)—News 
reacted here this morning of a horrible mur- 
der which occurred at Williamsburg, a small 
station on the Blakely extension, last night.

&: buckshot. The negro could tell nothing, 
and said he saw no one when the shot was 
fired. There is no clue to the identity of the 
murderer as the dead man was not known fo 
have any hitter enemies.

The Parade of the Societies During 
the Day. 


FIREWORKS ON BROOKLYN BRIDGE, 


Thousands of Rockets Forming Beautiful 
Bouquets in the Clouds—W here 
the Guard Were, 


New York, October 11.—The naval pa- 
rade was a grand success. The weather 
was perfect and business was generally 
suspended. The city seemed deserted and 
everybody on the water front of the bay 
or aboard steamers, yachts or rowboats. 
The parade was one of the most novel 
sights ever witnessed. The best display 
was a series of gigantic floats illustrative 
of the advance in shipbuilding since Co- 
lumbus’s voyage. The men of war par- 
ticipating were the United States 
steamships Philadelphia Miantona- 
omah, Atlanta, Dolphin, Vesu- 
vius, Cushing, St. Mary, the French flag- 
ship L’Arethuse, the station cruiser Ban- 
san, and the Spanish cruiser Infanta Isa- 
bel. 

In addition there were a large number 
of steamboats, steam yachts, tugs and 
ferry boats. The New York naval reserve 
was aboard sixteen tugs divided into four 
squadrons. «The bay seemed covered 
with sailing steam crafts of all descrip- 
tions. ‘The procession was made up of 
ten divisions headed by the naval reserve 
flotilla. The guests of the parade commit- 
tee were aboard the Howard Carroll and 
included/Vice President Morton, members 
of the cabinet, diplomatic corps, Govern- 
or Flower, ex-Presidents Cleveland and 
Hayes and other notable persons. .

Parade of Societies.

Keefe and Victor Dowling. Archbishop 
Corrigan reviewed the parade as it passed 
the Roman Catholic orphan asylum. 

At 8 o'clock p. m., the big parade started 
off. Hundreds were assembled at the 
Seventh regiment armory to hear the Ger- 
man singing societies. It was one of the 
most successful singing festivals the city 
has ever had. Some time ago a prize was 
offered for the best cantata. This was won 
by Dr. Mealannet of Baltimore. 

Thege were over 4,000 voices in the cho- 
rus. 

The Fireworks on the Bridge. 


The fireworks began on Brooklyn bridge 
and lasted until midnight. The display was 
gorgeous. There were illuminations from 
towers in the shape of Chinese suns six 
feet in circumference and of an illuminat- 
ing power which enabled them to be seen 
at the distance of twenty-five miles, show- 
ing the American and Italian colors. There 
were groups of bouquets and rockets fired 
simultaneously from towers crossing and 
intersecting in their bight. Millions of 
magnesium stars of the largest caliber were 
fired skyward from mortors the distance of 
eight hundred feet. As a wind up of the 
evening there was a second Falls of Ni- 
agara, which occupied the length of the 
bridge from tower to tower. ere were 
more than five hundred square feet of 
waterfalls in the shape of liquid fire. Im- 
mediately after this display five thousand 
rockets were fired off simultaneously in 
the form of a bouquet. From the start to 
the end all kinds of fireworks were dis- 
charged and the most fastidious persor was 
satisfied. 

The military parade of tomorrow will 
be the largest of the kind ever held. 
Wednesday will be the anniversary day 
proper. It is a legal holiday and one which 
will long be reaembered.

I don’t care to talk 
much about the killing of the boys, yet I 
will say that I do not think they had a fair 
show. You can understand a father’s feel- 
ings. The boys had not been straight since 
the Younger and James brothers went crook- 
ed. My oldest sons were always steady and 
industrious, but the other boys 
took to bad ways, They would 
not g0 to school, would not 
work, and lagged at anything that seemed 
to be honest. Mother and I tried to keep 
them straight, but it is the judgment of 
heaven that has fallen on them. ‘They were 
temperate, but they desired a life of luxu- 
ry, and would not secure it honestly. 

“T cannot say whether they hid any money. 
They have taken much but spent more. I 
don’t know why they went to Coffeyville, 
unless they had a grudge against the place. 
My sons had many enemies in that town. 
I wish you would say that the Dalton boys, 
outlaws though they were, were good to 
their parents. If mother and I needed any- 
thing they gave it to us. They were not 
cowards, My heart is broken and so is 
mother’s. You can’t expect us to give up 
a parent’s love for a son. My boys did 
wrong, but they have passed beyond this 
range and God’s will be done.’

The Atlanta and Florida Would Get Increas- 
ed Traffic by Extending. 

Cordele, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)— 
Last night at the Board of trade meeting 
the subject for discussion was the practica- 
bility of opening the Atlanta and Florida 
railroad extension from Iort Valley to Cor- 
dele. he board was made aware of the 
fact that im order to issue receivér’s cer- 
tificates to build the road there must be a 
co-operation of the stockholders and bond- 
holders and removal of all legal ditticulties 
in the way. 

Lhe people of Cordele have been looking 
with longing eyes to the procurement of 
this road some two or three years. ‘Iwo 
years ago a charter was obtained by a 
number of gentlemen here for the building 
of the Southeastern railroad from Fort Val- 
ley to Cordele and Brunswick. Subscrip- 
tions to the amount of some sixty thousand 
dollars were obtained and right of way 
from Fort Valley to Cordele. ‘his charter 
and right of way have been pledged to the 
Atlanta and Florida MKailroad Conepany, 
provided they would commence work in 
good faith. The subscriptions, of course, 
would not now be binding. 

If the road is run from Fort Valley to 
Cordele it will traverse the finest farming 
section and lumber region in Georgia. lt 
will go through S. H. Rumph’s celebrated 
peach orchard, from which this year he is 
said to have shipped some fifty thousand 
dollars’ worth of peaches. Thence it would 
run through the best portion of Macon ahd 

oly counties, nedr the thriving uttle vil- 
lage of Byrom, and then strike the Georgia, 
Savannah and Florida railroad four miles 


north of Cordele, at the mills of the Parrott 


Lumber Company, of which Mr rge 
W. Parrott, of Atlanta, is the president. 
These mills have a capacity of 60,000 feet 
of lumber per day; two miles farther on to 
Cordele, then by the sawmill of Tullington 
& Joraan and the turpentine distillery of 
J. W. Callahan & Co. At Cordele it will 
form connection with the three railroads 
(fiat we now have and thus open up to taat 
road the 127 sawmills and several turpen- 
tine distilleries lying near Cordele, which 
give to our three roads now all the work 
they can do. From Cordele to Brunswick is 
an ocean of the finest pine timber, almost 
untouched. 

The building of the Atlanta and Florida 
railroad to Cordele will more than thribble 
the business of the road and make it one 
of the most profitable roads in the state, 
because it will be the shortest route to all 
northern and eastern points. 

A few nights ago the drummers at the 
three hotels were counted and out of twen- 
ty-four there were only three from Atlanta.

EXPORT AND IMPORT RATES. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission’s 
Hands Are Strengthened. 


The interstate commerce commission is high- 
ly pleased at the decision of the United States 
circuit court for New York in the case of the 
commission against the Texas and Pacific 
Railway Company. The general principle 
laid down by the court is that the fnterstate 
commerce commission has = tp regulate 
charges between interior points and the ports 
in traffic going foreign or coming into this 
country. While the commission has no con- 
trol over ocean rates it can regulate so much 
of export and import rates as is added by the 
rail or water lines in this country. 

In this case it was shown that the defend- 
ant, in conjunction with the Southern Pacific 
company, made joint tates from New Orleans 
to San Francisco covering carriage of traffic 
hy the rails of the defendant from New Or- 
leans to El Paso and thence by the rails of 
the Southern Pacific company to San Fran- 
cisco; and also made joint rates with vessel 
owners in London and ee covering car- 
riage of traffic from those places to San Fran- 
cisco via New Orleans. t was also shown 
that the ordinary tariff rates charged by the 
two a ype go upon traffic delivered to the 
defendant at New Orleans and shipped at New 
York, Chicago and other places in this country, 
for carriage from New Orleans to San Fran- 
cisco, were somewhat more than double the 
rates charged for carriage of similar traffic 
sent from Live or London by through 
bill of lading to San Francisco via New Or- 
leans. To illustrate, it was shown that the 
rates made by the two companies, in con- 
junction with Liverpool vessel owners, by 
throu h bills of lading from Liverpool to San 
Francisco by the rails of the defendant from 
New Orleans to El Paso, were per hundred 
— on books, on carpets and on cutlery 

1.07, while the regular tariff rates of the 
two companies upon the articles when sent 
to New Orleans from other places in this 
country per hundred pounds on books $2.04, 
on carpets $2.88, and on cutlery $3.26, and 
that the rates on these articles when shipped 
from Liverpool were 80 cents per hundred 
goanee for carriage from New Orleans to San 

rancisco. The defendant contended that it 
was justified in making the discrimination 
cause, owing to the competition of sailing ves- 
sels and foreign carriers between Liverpool 
and San Francisco, it could not get any ap- 
preciable amount of foreign traffic without 
meeting the competitive rates by making the 
rates given. 

The court held: 

1. That the proceeding is not defective be- 
cause the Southern Pacific company, a con- 
necting carrier, ns with defendant 
in the carriage between certal ~wints. was 
not made a party defendant herein. If the 
defendant is violating a proper order of the 
commission it should be restrained from doing 
so and it cannot escape upon the objection 
that another wrong-doer is also violating it. 

2. The interstate commerce act would be 
emasculated in its remedial efficacy, if not 
practically nullified, if a carrier can justify 
a discrimination in rates merely upon the 
ground that unless it is given the traffic ob- 
tained by giving it would go to a competing 
carrier. A shipper having a choice between 
competing carriers would only have to refuse 
to send his goods by one of them unlés given 
exceptional rates to justify that one in mak- 
ing the discrimination in his favor on the 
ground of the necessity of the situation. The 
“a prayed for in the petition is granted. 

ihe commission considers this the most 
important opinion rendered on the subject of 
interstate commerce since the passage of the 
interstate commerce law. The court fully 
recognizes the power and duties of the com- 
mission under the law.

There 
is no probability of the democrats losing 
any, while it is practically certain they 
will gain three, and perhaps from four to 
six. The three that would seem certain 
are from New York, Michigan and Wis- 
consin. 

In New York Senator Hiscock’s term 
expires on the 4th of Marth. The last 
legislature was democratic and all the 
indications are now decidedly favorable 
to the next being democratic. In Michi- 
gan & successor to Senator Stockbridge 
is to be chosen by the next legislature 
elected on the 8th of November. The 
present legislature of Michigan on joint 
ballot has a democratic majority of thirty 
and the prospects for an equally large ma- 
jority next time are good. In Wisconsin 
& successor to Senator Sawyer is to be 
elected. The present legislature of that 
state is democratic by thirty-five major- 
ity. The majority in the next should be 
equally as large. So much for these that 
seem certain. These three would make 
the senate a tie. 

. Montana elects a senator, whose term 
commences on the 4th of March, to suc- 
ceed Senator Sanders. The legislature 
of Montana on joint ballot has but one 
republican majority, with the indications 
favorable to a democratic majority in 
that to be elected on the 8th of November. 

The democrats also have excellent 
chances of success in Minnesota and 
Washington. On joint ballot the demo- 
crats now have an equal number of votes 
in the Minnesota legislature with the re- 
publicans. The alliance members hold 
the balance of power. On joint ballot it 
stands, democratic 68, republicans 
63, alliance 32. By a combination it 
is ptobable that the democrats will name 
the successor of Senator Davis. In Wash- 
ington the democrats are claiming the 
State and it is not improbable they will 
get the legislature.

Lady of the Lake’ could not descend to 
the level of birthday odes and like trum- 
pery to tickle the vanity of the royal 
household. The annuity granted along 
with the title was a beggarly sum; but 
when Scott refused Southey accepted—a 
worthy successor he was, too, of a long 
list of mere versifiers. 

The two last occupants of the position, 
Wordsworth and Tennyson, were bards 
not of the highest rank, but far above 
mediocrity. In taste and social position 
they were antipodal. Wordsworth loved 
the woods, and streams and above all the 
lakes of Westmoreland. Tennyson was 
no Druid and hardly affected even a lik- 
ing for buttercups and daisies. The for- 
mer was by instinct a radical of the ex- 
treme type; the latter was a born aristo- 
crat and for long years had an intenge 
yearning for the peerage which he reach- 
ed through much tribulation. 

Both of them were of slow growth as 
poets. When Wordsworth ceased to 
write about such inanities as Peter Bell 
and wrote “The Excursion,” he became 
famous without the patronage of the 
court. 

Tennyson’s early effusions were insuf- 
ferable. Never until he wrote “In Memo- 
riam” was there any well-grounded hope 
of his immortality. Since then he has 
written many charming verses. His 
“Enoch Arden” and “The Princess” hayd 
been favorites with the masses but in a 
less degree than his best lyri¢s. 

Tennyson's longevity was remarkable, 
partly due to his sequestered life and his 
abstemious habits. While he nearly or 
quite reached the age of Goethe, he was 
cast in a less gigantic mold than the “Sage 
of Weimar.” Who will be his successor 
as the court poet, is a matter of conjeo- 
ture—possibly Swinburne—but more 
probably a lesser man. _

Diamonds in Georgia and Elsewhere. 

The recent discovery by Professor 
Whatley of a diamond in Hall county ex- 
cites considerable interest outside of the 
state.

They are rarely found 
in rock or any matrix, and are probably 
formed deep in the interior of the earth 
and thrown to the surface by a violent 
convulsion. Then the river flood carries 
them to places where they are left in 
gravel or clay beds. 

One thing is certain—the finding of a 
few diamonds in Georgia points to the 
presence of more. 


Alabama Is All Right. 

Christopher Magee, of Pittsburg, has 
returned to Alabama to gather the frag- 
ments of his political air castle and at- 
tempt to cement it together again. 

But Mr. Magee, though he may be a 
very smart politician up in Pennsylvania, 
will not succeed in capturing the electoral 
vote of Alabama or any other southern 
state for the republican party. Nor will 
he cause the loss of a state in the south 
t© the democratic party. The result of the 
Georgia election last Wednesday will be 
repeated in all the other southern states. 
The republican national committee seems 
to have an idea that the alliance and the 
third pagty are the same. Far from it, 
as was demonstrated here last week. 

The same combination was attempted 
here by Magee that. he is seeking to put 
through in Alabama. As he failed in 
Georgia, so will he in Alabama. While 
the democrats of the southern states will 
fight among themselves for the state 
offices, when it comes to the issue of 
democracy versus republicanisin; when 
the issue is wnoite supremacy against ne- 
gro domination of the southern states, the 
white men of the south cannot be led into 
& republican trap by such decoys as Ma- 
gee’s mongrel electoral ticket in Alabama. 

The farmers of Alabama who went into 
the new party believing it to be a far- 
mers’ movement, returned to the demo- 
cratic fold as soon as they understood its 
object. And the negroes of the state, 
who are republicans, declared against the 
mongrel ticket because it represented 
nothing, and they could see nothing in 
it for them. Stevens, the negro leader 
of Alabama, declared against the Magee- 
Kolb-Bowman ticket and he and the ne- 
groes of the state nominated a straight- 
out republican ticket.

He may succeed, 
but his work can amount to’ nothing. 
There is no longer any dangrr to the de- 
mocracy in Alabama, Th. mongrel elec- 
toral ticket will not get 10,000 democratic 
votes in the state. It will simply result 
in bringing out the full democratic vote 
and Alabama’s majority for Cleveland 
will perhaps be larger than it was four 
years ago.

The Emperor William does not become 
conservative as he grows older. He start- 
ed out as the advocate of an absolute, 
one-man power, and he seems determined 
to fight it out on that line. 

The emperor declared that the military 
bill must go through the freichstag. He 
says: “This time I shall go on to the 
bitter end. If necessary we will dissolve 
the reichstag, and if the new majority 
should also be hostile we will continue 
dissolving until the bill is passed!” 

Under the proposed military bill two 
years’ service in the army will be fre- 
quired of citizens between certain ages, 
and it will increase the army in peace 
more than 90,000 men. The popular oppo- 
sition to the bill should warn the emperor 
not to go too far, but his defiant lan- 
guage shows that he merely allows the 
people to go through the fabce of sending 
their representatives to parliament. The 
reichstag must do the imperial bidding or 
be dissolved time and again until a sub- 
servient set of representatives carry out 
the will of the emperor. 

In view of the progréss of democratic 
ideas in Europe, William’s attitude will 
make his reign an uneasy and perhaps a 
turbulent one. The Germans are wn- 
willing to be denied the benefits of rep- 
resentative government, with the example 
of England before them, and the success- 
ful republic of France for a next door 
neighbor. 

Not very ‘ong ago, there were riots in 
Berlin, and the royal troops had their 
hands full restoring order. This latest 
insult to the people will not promote 
peace. It will breed discontent, conspir- 
acy, revolt and verhaps something worse. 

The young emperor has .earned nothing 
and forgotten nothing. He is a military 
despot, and the chances are that he will 
share the fate of those who try to live by 
the sword and perish by the sword.

An Ugly Adventure.

“Tt had an ugly adventure with bandits in 
the mountains of Mexico in the autumn ot 
1866,” said Theo. Pfeifer, a mining engineer, 
now at the Lindell, en route east from the 
cactus republic. “I was out on a prospecting 
tour and had with me four young English- 
men and four Mexicans. On the fourth day 
out from Sierra Mojada, we were attacked by 
a party of outlaws led by the dreaded Miguel 
Batacosta, the Jesse James of northern Mex- 
ico. At the first fire two of my Mexicans 
were killed. We retreated hastily to a rocky 
gotge and there made a stand. The outlaws 
numbered about fifteen, and instead of sweep- 
ing down upon us, Batacosta sent a portion 
of his men ovet the mountain to get in our 
rear. We were hemmed in completely. That 
night my two remaining Mexicans deserted 
and went over to the enemy, leaving but 
myself and the four Englishmen to do battle 
with seventeen as desperate cutthroats as 
ever ranged the mountains of Mexico. We 
realized that if we surrendered we would be 
murdered and decided to make 4 fight to a 
finish. Our position among th> ‘ocks ‘vas 
well night impregnable. and we were well 
armed, but had vo water and the weather was 
fearfully hot. There was a ‘auch abyut nine 
miles distant owned by an American named 
Davis, an ex-confederate who had refused to 
take the oath of allegiance. If we could get 
word to the ranch the siege would be quickly 


raised, for Davis had a dozen men as daring 


as himself at his comimand One of the Eng- 
lishmen volunteered to undertake the jourfiey. 
He succeeded in dodging the outlaws, and at 
11 o'clock the next day there was a roar of 
carbines down the gorge and the enemy came 
flying past us We took a hand in the scrim- 
mage and followed up the remnant of the 
gang. Batacosta was captured, hanged and 


his head cut off and sent to the governor of 
Chihuahua, who had offered a reward of 
2,000 Mexican dollars for it.”

The preliminary trial of Poole South. who 
is charged with the shooting of Leonard Wil- 
liams, a colored boy, last Saturday. occurred 
before the recorder yesterday afternoon. 

South claimed seas he Boi going gy <. a 
restaurant on tur street when e 
of negroes ran up against him. He told them 
to get out of his way and was given a very 
insulting answer, whereupon he drew a pistol 
which some one had given him and fired. He 
ran up the street and towards the railroad 
and was niet by another or the same crowd o 
negroes, who tagged after him, and he fired 
again, discharging two or three cartridges. 

s life had previously been threatened, and 
he thought that the negroes were the ones 
who intended to execute that threat. Leona 
Williams, before the first shot was fired, ha 
picked up a knife, and he thought he was 


oing to use it. 
o Williams testified that he never had a knife 
and that he never stopped to pick one up. He 
was merely walking along the street when 
South came out of the restaurant, intoxicated 
with liquor, and ran up against him. With 
a volley of oaths he drew out a pistol and 
fired. Williams started across e stret 
and fell. He never knew South and had 
never seen him until the time of the shooting. 
Other witnesses were examined but Judge 
Calhoun decided that the matter should go 
before a jury in the superior court and ac- 
cordingly fixed the defendant’s bond at $500. 
An effort was made to raise the amount 
during the afternoon, but the effort failing 
South was carried back to the jail.

'Tennessee valley. Close to the Georgia 
‘Tine, some above and mostly below, there 
‘jga stretch of beautiful country for thirty 

miles which looks like it might be im- 

proved and in which there is a nice class 
of people.

“The enclosure has suffered from time, 
and it looks neglected, but the white man 
has left it unmolested. 

From Benton we made our longest day's 
journey, traveling thirty-five miles. .We 
usually traveled about twenty, frequently 
reaching a stopping place before noon. 
That day we forded the Hiwassee, Oconee 
and Connesauga rivers, and reached Mr. 
Dantzler’s, seven miles from Dalton. It 


Was an humble farmhouse, but the peo- } 


ple were hospitable, and did the best they 
could for us. They gave wus their best 
room, and that night six of them slept in 
another. This was the only night we 
spent at a farmhouse—all the others were 
Spent at hotels. We usually lunched with 
fome farmer. All were hospitable but 
one, and that was a regular stopping 
place. Usuaily, the people treated us as 
if we were old friends. The fare was 
uch better than we expected. 

“We spent the second Sunday at Dalton 
and left next day. This was another nice 
Country, the villages all looking prosper- 
Os. and many were really pretty. Ac- 
Worth I liked and we were specially 
Struck with the beauty of Adairsville as 
‘We drove into it at night. The country 
@ven here is more sparsely settled than 
‘the north, though the villages are as close

A triangular fight occurred last Saturday 
afternoon on Wallace street, which resulted 
in a fatal termination yesterday afternoon.

Governor Northen will lose a week from 
his first term. 

Two years ago he was inaugurated, No- 
yember Sth. This year he will be inaugu- 
rated between October 26th and Novem- 
ber 20th. This comes about through the 
ratification of the constitutional amend- 
ment convening the general assembly on 
the fourth Wednesday in October. The 
constitution of the state says that the gov- 
ernor is to be inaugurated during the first 
session. 

At the request of Governor Colquitt, the 
supreme court decided that the first week 
means the first seven days of the session. 
Governor Colquitt did not have his message 
quite ready when the legislature met and 
it was for that reason he asked for an 
opinion from the supreme court which 
Judge Jackson delivered. 

When the Assembly Convenes. 

Two weeks from today the general as- 
sembly convenes. The clerk of the pre- 
ceding house always calls the representa- 
tives to order, making up the roll from the 
list of members sent in by the secretary 
of state through the governor. These 
members are sworn in and then the clerk 
announces that the election of a speaker 
{fs in order. The clerk is the presiding 
officer until the speaker is elected. As 
goon as that is done de speaker takes the 


_ ehair and announces that the election of a 


clerk is in order. A sergeant at arms, 
messenger and doorkeeper are next elected. 

On the second day of the session the sec- 
retary of state delivers to the president of 
the senate the election returns for governor. 
These are opened by the president of the 
senate in joint session and he and the 
speaker of the house count the vote and 
announce the result. A committee is ap- 
inted to wait on the governor and ask 
m when it will suit him to be inaugurated. 
He generally replies at the pleasure of the 
general assembly. Unless a special day is 
fixed ~ the assembly the inauguration 
takes place on the first Saturday after the 
assembly meets. If that is the programme 
this year Governor Northen will be inau- 
gurated for his second term, October 29th.

Albert Thomas, the well-known negro 
horse trader who was convicted and fined 
five hundred dollars in the city court for 
cheating and swindling, was yesterday taken 
to jail.

When seen yesterday by The Constitu- 
tion, Editor Irwin declared that it was a 
fight for control of the paper.
